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SANITARY  CIRCUM  STANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1. — Water  Supply. 

On  April  Isit,  1953,  the  Council  became  constituent 
members  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  The  other 
members  constituting  this  Board  are:  Cowbridge  Borough, 
Oowbridge  R.D.C.,  Maesteg  U.D.C.,  Ogmore  U.D.C.  and  the 
Penybont  R.D.C. 

The  main  Source  of  supply  for  your  area  continues 
to  be  from  the  Craig-yr-Aber  Reservoir,  but  this  supply  is 
supplemented  by  a supply  from  Schwyll. 


2. — ^Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one 
small  section  has  a separate  system  for  surface  water 
drainage,  the  remainder  is  on  a combined  system.  That 
part  of  the  Urban  Area,  west  of  the  railway,  drains  by 
gravity  to  a sea  outfall  near  Iron  Gate  Point.  Most  of  the 
sewage  of  the  Eastern  section  gravitates  to  a pumping 
station  at  Gian  Road,  the  remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated 
apposite  the  Red  House,  Newiton. 

During  the  year,  the  Medical  Research  Council’s 
memorandum  on  Sewage  Contamination  of  bathing  beaches 
in  England  and  Wales  was  received. 


Bacteriological  surveys  were  carried  out  on  over  40 
beaches  between  1953  and  1959  and  coliform  counts  were 
done  in  many  thousands  of  samples  of  sea  water. 


The  Committee’s  conclusion  was  that  “with  the  pos- 
sible exception  of  a few  aesthetically  revolting  beaches 
around  the  coast  of  England  and  Wales,  the  risk  of  health 
of  bathing  in  sewage  contaminated  sea  water,  can  for  all 
practical  purposes  be  ignored.” 

Following  the  publishing  of  this  memorandum,  the 
findings  of  ttie  Committee  have  not  been  readily  accepted 
by  the  public  or  many  experts  in  this  field,  so  although 
scientifically  there  is  httle  risk  to  health  in  bathing  in 
cohtaminated  sea  water  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  general 
public  that  the  coasts  of  the  country,  which  are  the  play- 
groums  for  so  many  millions  during  the  summer  months 
should  be  free  from  pollution. 


It  was  Bernard  Shaw  who  first  stated  that  “Aesthetics 
and  altliough  this  may  not  be  scientifically 
coiTCct,  there  IS  much  justification  in  giving  as  much  stress 
to  the  aesthetics  situation  as  to  the  scientific  findings. 

as  a result  of  the  com- 
pletion  of  the  Eastern  Drainage  Scheme  and  the  repair  of 

your  bSches 
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Cesspools. 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  your  area  is  far  in  excess 
of  what  one  would  expect  in  a progressive  town. 

The  extension  of  the  sewer  along  the  West  Road  will 
mean  the  discontinuation  of  a large  number  of  cesspools  in 
your  area. 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor, 

THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF 
TOWN  REFUSE, 


Collection. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  Residential  quarters  have  a weekly  collection 
of  their  household  refuse,  whilst  from  business  centres 
and  hotels  the  refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  or  more 
frequently  if  the  necessity  exists. 

All  refuse  is  collected  in  modem  and  specially  de^ 
signed  motor  vehicles,  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any 
nuisance  Which  may  arise. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

'The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  “Controlled  Tipping”,  the 
tip  being  situated  on  the  sand  dunes  in  the  eastern  part  of 
your  area.  The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  proper  layer 
formation,  the  refuse  being  levelled  and  top  dressed  with 
sand. 

Owing  to  repeated  justifiable  complaints  by  the 
residents  in  New  Road,  the  Council  was  forced  to  dis- 
continue the  use  of  the  tip  previously  existing  in  that  area. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  tipping  land  however, 
continues  to  be  an  urgent  and  major  problem  in  your 
District, 


Back  Lanes. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  back  lanes  of  the  District 
as  clean  and  passable  as  present  circumstances  will  allow. 
Frequent  inspections  are  made  With  a view  to  preventing 
deposit  and  accumulation  of  refuse  deposit  thereon.

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 

Five  visits  were  made  to  5 premises.

Rent  Act,  1957. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957 
and  follows  upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The 
Act  has  two  purposes  in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control 
houses  (including  flats)  above  certain  levels  of  rateable 
value  and  secondly  allows  limited  increases  in  rents  of 
houses  sitill  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given  tenants, 
upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of  obtain- 
ing general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received  during  1960. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Dufing  the  smnmer  months  11  sites  were  occupied  by 
holiday  campers  in  tents  and  motor  trailers.  1,570  visits 
were  made  to  camping  sites  in  1960. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act 
1960  came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August. 
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The  Act  brought  under  its  control  all  caravan  sites 
throughout  the  country.  Previously,  sites  were  controlled 
under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  and  the  Planning  Act  of 
1947.  This  divisi'on  of  control  often  led  to  apparently 
inconsistent  and  often  opposed  decisions  by  one  authority, 
depending  on  the  public  health  and  planning  aspects. 

The  new  Act  arrived  at  an  opportune  moment,  when 
the  weaknesses  of  control  relating  to  caravans  under  the 
Planning  Act,  were  becoming  very  apparent.  The  objects 
of  this  new  Act  apart  from  control  of  new  sites,  was  to 
secure  a measure  of  uniformity  throughout  the  country 
and  to  improve  Hving  conditions  on  existing  sites. 

In  order  that  local  authorities  would  have  this  measure 
of  uniformity  in  control,  the  Minister  specified  model 
standards  upon  which  Councils  could  base  their  conditions 
of  licence  for  sites,  both  for  permanent  residential  and 
holiday  caravans. 

The  figures,  set  out  hereunder,  relate  to  conditions 
prevailing  at  the  peak  period  for  camping,  viz:  August 
(Bank  Holiday)  week.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Supply. 


The  standard  of  milk  supplied  continues  to  be  high. 
In  decent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  control 
of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans  Idirough 
milk.  It  is  now  rare  to  receive  a notification  of  Tuberculous 
Peritonitis  or  tuberculosis  of  bone.  This  is  due  to  the  wide 
distribution  of  pasteurised  nulk  and  to  the  progress  made 
in  eradicating  the  disease  from  dairy  herds. 

A major  problem  in  the  industry  is  the  fantastic 
wastage  of  milk  bottles.  In  South  Wales  750,000  milk  bottles 
are  delivered  each  day  and  150,000  of  these  have  to  be 
replaced  weekly.  When  one  realises  that  a milk  bottle  costs 
between  4d.  and  5d.  each,  a great  deal  of  money  has  to  be 
spent  each  year  replacing  lost  or  broken  bottles.  Daily,  one 
sees  empty  bottles  being  discarded  on  waste  ground  or  mis- 
used, by  being  used  for  other  purposes.  Not  only  is  this 
discarding  of  milk  bottle^:  a heavy  financial  drain  in  the 
industry,  but  it  is  also  liable  to  cause  injury  to  children  and 
animals.  In  this  problem  the  co-operation  of  the  pubhc  is 
urgently  required. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified 
Areas)  No.  2 Order,  only  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk  may  be  retailed  within  your  district.

The  dairies  are  regularly  inspected  and  when  required, 
samples  of  milk  are  sent  for  examination  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulatibns, 
1960,  the  licensing  of  milk  dealers  becomes  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  as  the  Food  and 
Drugs  authority  for  the  area.  The  dealers’  licences,  on  or 
after  ISt  January,  1961  will  be  valid  for  5 years  from  that 
date,  and  will  be  renewable  at  5 yearly  periods. 
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Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  in  1956,  and  have 
resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the  handling  and 
distribution  of  food. 

Continued  vigilance  and  frequent  inspections  are 
required  in  order  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness 
in  the  shops,  cafes  and  hotels  and  to  impress  on  those  in 
control  the  heavy  responsibihty  that  is  placed  upon  them  in 
ensuring  that  the  Regulations  are  in  all  respects  observed. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  or  licensed  private 
slaughterhouse  within  5A3ur  area.

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatmenlt)  Regulations  came 
into  force  on  the  1st  May,  1947.  These  Regulations  pres- 
cribe the  method  by  which  Ice  Cream  should  me  manu- 
factured. The  occupiers  of  all  the  registered  premises 
within  the  Urban  District  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of 
these  Regulations. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  Ice  Oeam  that  is  sold  in 
the  town  is  pre-packed  ice-cream,  and  this  should  be 
encouraged  as  there  is  much  less  risk  of  contamination.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


During  the  year  under  review  measles  exhibited  its 
biennial  periodicity  and  248  cases  were  notified.  No  deaths 
occurred  and  a normal  pattern  in  epidemics  of  measles 
existed  Showing  a low  mortality  and  a very  high  infectivity. 

No  case  of  poli'omyelitis  was  notified  in  your  area  but 
it  would  be  wrong  to  draw  the  conclusion  that  this  was  due 
to  the  extensive  immunisation  campaign  of  the  previous 
year.  Records  in  the  Department  show  that  long  periods 
when  the  disease  has  not  occurred,  have  been  experienced 
in  the  past. 

Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  By  com- 
bining diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  injections,  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  can  be  reduced  and  should  now  be 
showing  results.

An  examination  of  the  lisit  of  the  causes  of  death 
during  the  year  discloses  that  20  persons  died  from 
coronary  disease  or  angina  and  36  from  cancer.  The 
numlber  of  deaths  from  these  two  disease  continue  to 
remain  high  and  is  a great  challenge  to  preventive  medicine. 

Much  thought  and  discussion  was  given  to  the  quantity 
and  content  of  Radio  Active  dust  being  deposited  on  land 
in  this  country,  pahticularly  in  Wales,  and  the  potential 
danger  to  health  from  this  type  of  “Fall-out.”  It  was  a 
great  rehef  to  all  those  interested  in  the  health  of  the 
people  when  it  was  announced  that  an  agreement  had  been 
reached  to  discontinue  the  detonating  of  nuclear  devices  in 
the  atmosphere  and  thereby  removing  a hazard  which  might 
have  had  far  reaching  effects  on  this  and  future  generations. 


The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960  came  into  operation  on 
the  27th  Noveimber.  Under  this  Act,  noise  or  vibration 
which  would  amount  to  a nuisance  in  Common  Law  becomes 
a S^tutory  Nuisance  and  can  be  dealt  with  by  the  Council, 
in  the  service  of  an  Abatement  Notice  on  the  person  caus- 
ing  the  nuisance  or  on  the  owner  or  occupier  of  premises  on 
Which  it  arises. 

If  the  Notice  is  not  complied  with,  an  application  can 
be  made  to  the  Justices  for  an  Abatement  Order. 

Apart  from  this  action,  three  or  more  occupiers  of  land 
or  premises  who  are  aggrieved  by  noise  or  vibration 
nuisance,  may  make  a complaint  to  the  Magistrates.
